In autumn, the richly colored orange and pinkish red berries 
add to its charm, Recommended for planting in partial shade and full sun.

The name “Fire Bush” paints a word picture of the mass of brilliant flame- 
colored, semi-double Rose-like flowers that cover the branches in early spring. 
Adding to its beauty is the purplish bronze of the young foliage at the tips of the 
branches in perfect contrast with the shiny, leathery bronze-green of the mature 
foliage. Another interesting highlight is an abundance of Quince-like, olive-green 


fruit with red cheek that appears in late summer. The branches may be forced into 
bloom for interior decorations in winter. Recommended for planting in partial 


shade, full sun, and dry places.

The deep, rich, glossy green of the foliage complements the pure white beauty 
of its wax-like blossoms.

Should the leaves become damaged 
during a cold winter, they will be replaced with new leaves with the coming of 
spring. The blossoms are everblooming—presenting a gorgeous spectacle through- 
out the growing season. The sweet perfume subtly fills the garden with alluring 
fragrance. Recommended for planting in partial shade, full sun and wet 
places. 


CRAPE MYRTLE, BLUE MIDGET

The lowest growing member of the Crape Myrtle family and in a brand new color. 
It’s as Southern as Mint-Julep, rivaling the popularity of the Lilac in the North and 
often referred to as the “Lilac of the South.”? Beginning in early summer and con- 
tinuing until late autumn, the huge flower heads of fringed and fluted blossoms are 
displayed in large clusters. Recommended for planting in partial shade, full sun, and 
dry places.

Recom- 
mended for planting in whole or partial shade, full sun and dry and wet 
places.

Sometimes fruit trees, particularly Apple trees raised from even the finest quality nursery stock, 
fail to bear heavily or regularly. The fault is not in the trees. 

Here’s a simple explanation: 

Most all pullets or hens will lay eggs. But if you want to hatch the eggs, a Rooster must fertilize 
those eggs before they are laid. It takes about one Rooster to every 15 or 20 hens. 


It’s very much like that with Apple trees. A “Rooster Tree,” or Pollinator is needed to insure 
a full crop and regular production.
